NEW SYSTEM OF EXEMPTIONS 

A new system of exemptions from 
semester examinations — different from 
any system used at times in the past — was 
adopted. 

Forty-five honor points were required 
of a student carrying four subjects and 
fifty-four points for a student carrying 
five subjects. Each six weeks’ grade in 
each subject carried and citizenship was 
given the following honor points : A-4, 
B-3, C-2, D-l. No student with a citizen- 
ship grade of less than “B” was exempted. 

The new system gave more students an 
opportunity to work for exemptions.
